THE MEXICO SITUATION 


Arm Factions and Let Them Fight to 


Finish is Advice of Officials. 


Washington, July 30.—President 


Wilson, Secretary of State Bryan and 
Ambassador to Mexico Henry Lane 
Wilson conferred at the White House 
Monday for fifty minutes on the Mex- 
ican situation. 
The results of the 


conference are these: 


Henry Lane Wilson will not return 


to Mexico City as Ambassador from 
the United States. ' 


The plan for solving the Mexican 


problem submitted to the President 
by Ambassador Wilson has not been 
read by the President, and will not 
be considered by him in determining 
the policy of the United States to- 
ward the Mexican Republic. 


Four Solutions of Problem 


The President has under considera- 


tion four solutions of the Mexican 
problem, one of which he expects to 
make effective. 
These have the gen- 


eral approval of Administration offi- 
cials and members of Congress. They 
are: 


"To send a commission to Mexico, 


consult with all factions, advise them 
to adjust their differences and hold 


ment of; a certain percentage to fh&fSn 
election, to be followed by the 


Treasurer of the 
county on the 


amount of taxes received by him. 
Under the Act of Assembly of 1834 
he 
was* drawing the 
percentage, 


which in 1912 amounted to about 
$3,500, and also drew his $300 sal- 
ary under the Act of 1845. The 
Auditors, sitting in January of this 
year, allowed the amount returned in 
the repprt but the Commissioners 
took an! appeal on April 16, '1913. 
The treasurers of the county have 
been drawing their salaries on that 
basis for many years. 


The Acts of 1845 and 1862, rela- 


tive to the fees of Treasurer, have 
been repealed and the salary and 
commission of the Treasurer will 
hereafter be fixed at a percentage to 
be authorized by the Commissioners 
and the Auditors under the Act of 
1834. 
The salary, as the solicitor 


wished to place it, would have been 
$300. 


establishment of a stable government 
and the restoration of peace. 


"To arrange for the mediation of 


all controversies, provided the con- 
sent of the various factions can be 
obtained, thereby insuring cessation 
of hostilities and the restoration of 
peace. 


"To remove the embargo on ship- 


merit of arms, permitting all factions 
to obtain them on an equal footing, 
with the expectation that decisive re- 
sults will follow. 


"Intervention, but only as the last 


alternative, and with the belief that 
the occupation of Mexico must con- 
tinue for a generation.'' 


Policies Not Discussed 


At the conclusion of the conference 


the White House made it known that 
the President, Secretary of State and 
Ambassador to Mexico had discussed 
only the history of events in Mexico 
in the last two years—the revolution 
of Madero against Porfirio Diaz, the 
revolution 
of 
Orozco and 
Salaza 


against Madero, winding up with the 
assassination-of Madero and Suarez, 
and the present revolution against 
Huerta by the Maderists and other 
rebels in the northern tier of Mexican 
States. 


The President authorized the state- 


ment that there was no discussion 
of policies. The plan of solution pre- 
sented by Ambassador Wilson was 
received by the President Saturday 
night, when the written report of the 
history of Mexico for the last two 
years, prepared by Ambassador Wil- 
son, also was handed to him. 


It provided for a recognition of 


Huerta and the enforcement of the 
neutrality laws, making it impossible 
for the rebels and Federal troops, but 
particularly the rebels, to obtain any 
arms and ammunition in the United 
States. The plan provided for the co- 
operation of the army and navy—the 
navy to blockade both coasts of Mexi- 
co and the army to guard the United 
States border. 


When Ambassador Wilson left the 


White House he said he had dis- 
cussed with the President only facts 
relating to conditions in Mexico as 
he knew them. 
He said the report 


which he prepared for the President 
was discussed, and he supplemented 
it by additional verbal information 
He refused to discuss the proposal as 
to a policy which he had sent to the 
President thiough the Secretary of 
State. 


President Wilson has not been im- 


pressed with the report Ambassador 
Wilson made, and it does not corre- 
spond, except in a few instances, with 
the report the President has received 
from William Bayard JIale, the maga- 
zine writer whom the President sent 
to Mexico to make a special mvesti-

HEN HABITS. 


While the hen, like men, may In 


some respects be morally depraved, yet 
she is also a creature of habit and is 
capable of instruction and what she Is 
depends much on the human who 
makes her young ideas shoot 


If she's an-egg fiend, she gets that 


habit because enough nests are not 
provided and the egg laid on the floor 
rolls around, gets cracked and is eaten 
and she wants more, or the nest is 
open on top and the eggs are trampled 
on and broken, or there is not lime to 
make strong eggshells or something 
that's in the egg is needed in the ra- 
tion to satisfy the needs of her sys- 
tem. 


If she's a feather fiend, devouring 


her own garments and disrobing her 
brothers and sisters, there's a reason 
for It She may be bughouse and get 
the habit while pecking at crawlers, or 
gets no meat in the ration, or is not 
kept busy scratching in litter, or she 
may get the taste from eating scalded 
feathers thrown away by some wast- 
ing housewife. 


If she raises Cain in the nelghbor- 


hpod by tearing up the neighbor's gar- 
den that habit wasn't born with her 
in the egg. 
There's a hole in the 


fence, a top rail on the wire or a neigh- 
bor's ill smelling, insanitary garbage 
pile or a charming chanticleer leads 
her into temptation. If she runs from 
her owner as if scared to death and 
skyrockets off the nest at his approach, 
Ifs a sign of roughhouse methods and 
cussln* In the chicken coop. 


A nervous, kicking, balky horse, a 


cow that slaps the milkmaid with her 
tall and kicks over the milk bucket 
or a dog that chases a team and causes 
a r runaway and snaps at the passerby, 
these do not come by such habits na,t- 
nrally, but by training or lack of train- 
Ing. 
So with the hen. 
You can't 


teach a hen to play a bass horn nor 
sing a duet with Melba. but by gentle- 
ness you can make her gentle, and 
you can keep her from forming bad 
habits by keeping Inducements to such 
away,

After dinner I was taken 


to a room where a collection of souve- 
nirs of the Flowery Kingdom was 
kept. Among them was an umbrella 
made of bamboo wood and paper, cov- 
ered with the customary pictures of 
men and women, birds and flowers. 
Across It when expanded were Chinese 
characters which, of course, I could 
no_t read. 
Boubright directed mv at- 


tention to the umbrella,.and Mrs. Bon- 
bright said. "If you're going to tell 
that story I'll go elsewhere." She went 
out with a look indicating that I was 
about to'hear something unpleasant. 


"You know," said Bonbright, ''that 


China is full of persons who live by 
highway robbery. They cut off their 
heads whenever they capture them, 
but this doesn't seem to deter others, 
for life is cheap there and only the bet- 
ter classes care much about their own 
or others' terrestrial existence. Well, 
one day I was traveling on horseback 
through the province of Shantung. 1 
had no mind to be set upon by the 
highwaymen and had armed myself. 
There is not much fight in even the 
robbers in China unless they have ev- 
ery advantage, and I didn't feel in 
much danger so long as I could defend 
myself. 


"I was not attacked myself; but, bear-

He asked me to 
what country I belonged, and I told 
him America. 


"You are the very man I wish to 


see," he said. "I am thinking of going 
to America, and you can tell me bow 
to get there."

ing practically hopeless as far as any 
regenerating is concerned. They seem 
to have been stupefied through the 
centuries and to hove become utterly 
degenerate ;ind useless members of so- 
ciety.—Chicago Tribune.

Joe Green, a boy ten years old, lost 


his father, then his mother, and was 
thrown out upon the world at an age 
wben he should have been subject to 
the necessary training to direct him 
in an honorable career. 


Joe was a bright boy and fitted for a 


better life than robbery and passing 
the principal part of his life in jail and 
the rent of it undergoing the risk of 
jail or something else. But the time 
had not 
come for him to show 


strength of character enough to en- 
abte him to Iweak away from the path 
in which fate ha-d placed him. "When 
he was fifteen he and some other 
youngsters attempted to rob a man 
who defended himself till a policeman 
arrived, and the boys were all caught 
in the act 


Joe, who was tbe youngest of tbe lot, 


was sent to a reformatory. It was one 
of those prisons where boys are taught 
some trade by which to earn an hon- 
orable living. 
There was a povTer 


house, with an engine to drive the ma- 
chinery in tbe other buildings. 
Joe 


was interested iu this engine as soon 
as he saw it and succeeded in getting 
himself assigned as a helper to the en- 
gineer. 
He began by shoveling coal 


into the furnace, but showed such ap- 
titude for mechanics that he was ad- 
vanced to the post of assistant engi- 
neer. 


To be more explicit about Joe's apti- 


tude, he was full of resource. Where 
another person -would take an ordinary 
way to accomplish a mechanical re- 
sult he would take a short way. The 
first notice that was taken of this fac- 
ulty was one day when a machine 
broke. A piece of work that was due 
to be finished at a certain time was 
dependent upon it. It would require 
some time to procure the broken part, 
and it seemed that the work it was 
doing must stop. Joe suggested a way 
by which it might be temporarily re- 
paired and the work go on. His sug- 
gestion was acted upon and the work 
finished in time. 


Joe became so infatuated with ma- 


chinery that be was anxious to get 
out into the world and become a ma- 
chinist. He was not a patient boy- 
few persons whose abilities are of the 
kind called genius are—so his inventive 
brain turned toward a method of es- 
cape from the reformatory that he 
might go to some place where his past 
would not be known and enter upon a 
career connected with machinery. 
He 


thought over a number of plans by 
which he might get out of the prison, 
but none of them were practicable. 


But at last he hit upon an original 


conception, one that was allied to the 
science of mechanics. 
Some mathe- 


matical knowledge was required to 
put it into practice, but there was a 
school in the reformatory which the 
boys were required to attend, and Joe 
showed a considerable aptitude in a 
mathematical way. 


The suggestion came in this way: 


The power house was built against the 
prison wall. 
Besides the engine. It 


contained a broad leather belt turned 
by the shaft, tiie upper end/ running 
over gearing attached to the ceiling. 
Beside this gearing was a window, 
which was usually kept open In order 
to let out the heated air of the engine 
and furnace room. 


One morning it occurred to Joe that 


the belt might possibly be used aa a 
conveyance to carry one to the win- 
dow, 
whence he might lower himself 


to the ground outside the prison wall. 


But no one could jump from the belt 


to tbe window without running the 
risk of being dashed against it or fall- 
Ing to a brick yard pavement below 
It, or both. .There was but one time 
when such a ride could be taken. 
That was when the steam had been 
shut off and the belt was slowing up 
previous to stopping its revolution. 
This was attended to by the engineer 
himself at 6 o'clock every workday 
evening, and there were usually other 
persons, prisoners or officials, about 
during the closing hour; therefore the 
feat must be performed in presence of 
others. 


Joe found time when he was sup- 


posed to be studying to calculate a 
point where he could jump on to the 
belt, be carried to the window and 
stop there, though the basis of these 
calculations was obtained by watch- 
ing the belt revolve previous to stop- 
ping, noting especially the position of 
the lacing with reference to the point 
at which the belt must be boarded. 


He was months making these nota- 


tions and calculations and at last wets 
enabled to fix a point which many no- 
tations at the closing hour showed al- 
ways stopped at the •window. 


One evening when there was no one 


but the engineer and Joe in the engine 
room the former saw the boy sefcze 
.1 coiled rope that he hnd kept restdy 
for bis purpose, jump on tbe belt hoW 
on to each edge, ride to the win«}&w 
nnd disappear. Tbe engineer wa« too 
astonished to give an alarm, and 
whether he save one at all w«w? njut 
settled at the investigation that fol- 
lowed tbe daring fent.

made his experiment, and rf was not 
only dark without, but n snowstown 
was raging.

The licenses and tags will not be 
ready tor distribution before the lat- 
ter part ot August, but in the mean- 
time there will be no hunting of any 
account.

on July 15, but will not last long, as 
there are tew birds and they migrate 
soon. Gunners who are out now will 
not be molested, and they need have 
no fear of arrest, unless they are kill- 
ing game out of season.

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COLD STORAGE REGULATION'S 


Essential Features of Act Passed by 


the Last Legislature. 


Dairy 
and 
Food 
Commissioner 


Foust has issued the follow ins sta>e~ 
inent concerning the operation of 
eoJd storage plants: 


Oil August 14th an act highly im- 


portant to food consumers goes into 
tjffeci, the Cold Storage Act of 1913. 
These are some of the important pro- 
visions of the law: 


Every peison operating a cold stor- 


age warehouse must do so under a 
State license. 


Every 
artificially 
cooled 
place 


where any food is held at 40 degrees 
7. or under for 30 days or more, is a 
cold storage warehouse. 


Fresh meats, fresh products there- 


from, fresh poultry, fresh food fish, 
eggs and butter are the articles of 
food affected by the Act. 


Any such food entered in a cold 


storage warehouse becomes at once 
cold storage food. 


Each warehouse must be officially 


examined before a license to operate 
It shall issue; and no license can be 
•ssued, if the warehouse is unfit in 
sanitary condition or equipment. 


No food that is unwholesome may 


be placed in a cold storage ware- 
house. 


The owner of the um\ holesome 


food is held primarily responsible for 
such entry; but the warehouseman is 
not absolved from the exercise of rea- 
sonable precaution in accepting food 
entries. 


All cold storage foods, or their con- 


tainers, must bear the date of their 
entry into and withdrawal tiom cold 
storage. 


Cold storage foods sold at whole- 


sale must bear the label "Wholesome 
Cold Storage Food" printed in large 
type, and the date of original entry 
•of the food into cold storage. 


Such foods exposed for sale at re- 


tail must be accompanied by a simi- 
lar label, and when sold, must be de- 
livered in a wrapper bearing a simi- 
lar statement in large type. 


Addition to or the changing or ob- 


literation of any legally required 
mark, is made a penal oftence 


"Foods withdrawn from cold stor- 


age for sale must not be returned to 
a cold storage warehouse. 


Foods in cold storage found u'n- 


-wholesome upon official examination, 
•will be tagged with a red tag "Un- 
-wholesome Food, Unfit for Use as 
Food." 


Foods cold-stored beyond certain 


limits of time thereby cease to be 
legally saleable for food purposes. 
The time limits are: Veal, 3 months; 
beef. 4 months; pork, sheep and 
"Jamb, 6 months; dressed fowl, drawn, 
5 months; undrawn, 10 months; 
eggs, 8 months; butter and fish, 9 
months. 


•Cold storage warehousemen must 


keep records of all food entries and 
withdrawals, and report them peri- 
odically to the Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner. 


Agents of the Commissioner will 


maintain an inspection of the sani- 
tary conditions, the accounting and 
marking of foods in cold stoiage 
•warehouses, as well as examinations 
as to the wholesomeness of the foods 
offered for and kept in cold storage. 


The Dairy and Food Commissioner 


is authorized to close warehouses not 
maintaining sanitary conditions. 


The penalties are, for first offense, 


a fine of $500 maximum; for a second 
offense, a fine of $1,000 maximum, 
or a jail sentence of 30 to 90 days, or 
both. 


The Commissioner suggests that 


the adoption by wholesalers of cold 
storage foods, of a system of supply- 
ing to retail dealers the required 
labels and wrapper labels, would do 
much to protect the retailers and 
prevent needless injury to them and 
to the cold storage business in gen- 
eral .

Where Women Run Cars. 
suggestion that women may be 


employed as street car conductors In 
Philadelphia has brought out the fact 
that the women of Latin America, 
usually thought of as sheltered, retir- 
ing and unprogressive, have been do- 
ing this kind of work for years.

THE PLAGUES OF EGYPT. 


LESSON TEXT—Ps. 105:23-36 <cf. Ex. 
7:8-11:10.) 
GOLDEN TEXT—""Whosover shall exalt 


himself shall be humbled; and whosoever 
shall humble himself shall be exalted.**— 
R.. V. Matt. 23:12. 


While this Psalm IB a succinct state- 


ment of all that is contained in Exo- 
dus, chapters 7 to 12, still no teacher 
can judge himself as having made 
proper preparation who has not stud- 
ied carefully the earlier record. Be- 
ginning with, those of discomfort the 
plagues become more and more se- 
vere until the last and the crowning 
one, the death of the first born, caused 
the Egyptians to thrust out the Israel- 
ites with haste and gladness, laden 
with an aburidance of "spoil." Pharaoh, 
trusted in the superior greatness of 
the Egyptian gods, he also had great 
pride in his absolute power and hated 
to lose the profitable service of his 
Hebrew slaves. Over against this was 
God's right to 
demand 
the 
wor- 


ship of his chosen people, God's pro- 
fuse warnings to the proud Egyptian, 
and the inevitable outcome of the 
man, tribe, or nation who sets up hu- 
man will in opposition to the plans of 
an Omnipotent God. True thanksgiv- 
ing and praise are based upon "His 
marvelous works" (v. 5 R. V.) 


Israel Made Strong. 


I. The Induction 
of 
Israel 
Into 


Egypt, vv. 23-25. By "Israel" in verse 
23 the Psalmist does not refer to the 
nation but rather to- th.e supplanter 
who became "Israel, a prince." His 
induction into Egypt was in accord- 
ance with God's purposes and plan, 
yes, his specific command, Gen. 46:2-7, 
Acts 7:9-15. 
God increased the de- 


scendants of Israel greatly in the land 
of Egypt, see v. 24. At the same time 
God made those same descendants 
stronger than their "adversaries" on 
account of the fact 
that Jehovah 


fought on their side, see Rom. 8': 31. 


II. The Exodus of 
Israel 
From 


Egypt, w. 26-36. Now the Psalmist la 
referring, to the nation. In Exodus 
there are recorded ten plagues, here 
there are mentioned but eight. The 
plague of the murrain of. beasts and 
the plague- of boils, the fifth, and the 
sixth, are here left out for some rea- 
son best known to the Psalmist. 


God saw the afflictions of Israel but 


sends relief through human 
agents. 


Moses was God's "servant" (v. 26) 
and Aaron "His c-fcosen" (I Sam. 12:6} 
so also is every true believer. Their 
work has to "shew" (v. 27) God's won- 
ders in the land of 
Egypt (Ham). 


They were to shew "His" wonders, 
signs, the "Words of His signs" "(R- 
V. marg.), and none of their own. In 
other words they were to be the Tils- 
ible embodiment of God's character 
and power. 


Worshiped the Nile. 


The Psalmist then turns to the first 


of the historic plagues. The Egyp- 
tians were so dependent upon the Nile 
that they personified it and worshiped 
it. They had shed the blood of the 
Israelites and were given 
blood to 


drink, see Rev. 16:5, 6 and Gal. 6:7.« 
The third plague was directed against 
the goddess "Hekt," queen of two 
worlds, and who was represented by 
a frog-like figure, see Ex. 8:8. It was 
after this calamity that Pharaoh tem- 
porized. The third and fourth plaguea 
are grouped 'together in verse 31. God j 
often uses Terr little things to humble 
the great ones of earth. Life is madq 
np of trifles, but life is no trifle. Pha- 
raoh had proudly boasted of his agno* 
ttcism (Ex. 5:2) but when he sought 
to try conclusions with God and said, 
"Neither will I let Israel go" God let 
him wrestle with frogs, lice and flies, 
We thus see1 a man setting himseU 
against God who is not able to over* 
come these smallest of pests. As we 
hare mentioned, the fifth and sixth 
plagues are omitted from this record, 
hence the plague mentioned in v. 32 
is in reality the seventh (Ex. 9). It 
•was a rebuke to the God of the air. 
and from Rev. 8:7 and 16:21 we learn 
that it is to be repeated In the end -ol 
time. 


Though Israel 'w&s free 
from the 


eighth, the plague of locnsts (v. 341 
they did suffer from a like experience 
In later days, Joel 1:1-7. These small 
pests can turn a fruitful land into <a 
barren waste. 


• But the culminating plague (v. 36) 
was the smiting qf the first born. Even 
Israel could not escape this calamity 
except by the previous shedding of 
blood, Ex. 12:3-18. God gave Pharaoh 
ample warning. Ex 4:23. Refusing to 
yield under the lesser Judgments, G<q<I 
brought this supreme penalty, smiting 
all the first born, "the beginning ol 
aH their strength" (R, V. marg. v. 3&)»

ENROLLMENT BILL 


Electors Voting Party Ballot at Pri- 


maries Must Give Political Af- 


filiation. 


Governor John K. Tener signed 


the Flynn party enrollment bill and 
the act %\ill be in force for the pri- 
maries in September insofar as the 
nomination of candidates foi party 
offices are concerned. 
The elec'or 


who does not give his party affiliation 
when he registers cannot vote for 
candidates 
for 
district 
attorney, 


sheriff, coroner, jury commissioner, 
poor director, school directors, alder- 
men, 
borough councilmen, election 


officers or any other candidates not 
voted for on a non-partisan ballot. 
The elector does not have to be en- 
rolled to vote for judges or mayoi or 
councilmen in Pittsburgh. 


In cities of the first, second and 


third classes, when an elector applies 
for registration this fall the registrar 
will tell him that if he desires to vote 
a party ticket in the primaries it will 
be necessary for him to tell the name 
of the party in which he claims mem- 
bership. 
If the information is given 


it will be written in a space provided 
in the register. 
If the elector refuses 


to divulge his party affiliation, he 
will be registered, but he cannot re- 
ceive a party ballot in the primaries. 
The enrolled elector cannot receive 
the ballot of any other party than 
the one in which he claimed member- 
ship at the time of registration. 


Must Make Oath 


If any elector about to register and 


enroll as a member of a party is chal- 
lenged, he shall not be registered as 
a member of that party unless he 
makes oath before the registrars that 
at the last preceding November elec- 
tion at which he voted, he voted for 
a majority of the candidates of that 
party. 
A group of Presidential elec- 


tors will be counted as two candi- 
dates. 


In cities of the first, second and 


third classes, an elector registering 
his political affiliation at the fall reg- 
istration may vote the ballot of that 
party at the primaries on September 
16 and the primaries of May 19 of 
next year. 
If at the November elec- 


tion he changes his political affilia- 
tion by voting tor a majority of the 
candidates of some other party, and 
desires to change his party vote at 
the spring primaries, he may have 
the record altered by appearing be- 
fore the registrars ot his district on 
April 15, 1914. 
He will be required 


to make 
affidavit 
concerning the 


change. 
The elector who registers 


this tall and declines to enroll under 
any party, has a second opportunity 
to enroll at the spring registration on 
April 15, 1914. 


Suburban Enrollment 


In the boroughs and townships, 


the County Commissioners immedi- 
ately will have the assessor or regis- 
try assessor make an enrollment of 
each voter in the district in which he 
is authorized to make an assessment. 
In the future this will be done at the 
time of making the annual assess- 
ment. 
If an elector is absent from 


home when the assessor calls, a cer- 
tificate of enrollment will be left for 
the voter to fill out and give to the 
assessor. 
This certificate will set 


forth the name of the party whose 
ballot the elector desires to vote at 
the primaries, and is to be witnessed. 
The same party affiliation will be 
placed in the registry each year, un- 
less the elector desires to have the 
name of the party changed. 
If the 


voter does not want to participate in 
the primaries, he does not have to 
enroll.
